Oswald had been an informant. It was sfc terrified it discussed this report in 

3 ucli secrecy it kept its staff out and nover informed it# It thought it 

destroyed all records of this deliberation, hid: In fact, it feared that 

"people" would "think that there wa3 a conspiracy to accomplish this assassination 

that nothing the Commission did or anybody coujd dissipaate." 

All of this and much more I obtained under the Freedom of Information Act. 

It is the new official position that nothing embarrassing to the government has 

been brought to light through FOIA, that all the embarrassing information lias been 

disclosed voluntarily .
